PROVINCIAL DEFENCES. 

The military strategist of the Free 
/'/■**» continues bis arguments in favor 
of the removal of the dockyard from 
Victoria to Nunaimo ; but we are un- 
nble to see that his scheme improved 
1 »V the assertion that if . die " Imperial 
authorities wish to keep out of the 
reach of American guns they will have 
to ignore the entrance by way of the 
Straits of San .luan de Fuca, and 
either establish a depot on the West 
t'oaat of Vancouver Island or reach the 
ports of the Gulf of Georgia by the 
passage around the northern end of 
Vancouver Island. By either of the 
hist mentioned routes hostile guns 
w ould be kept at a distance." AVo were 
not aware that the Imperial authorities 
are particularly anxious to keep out of 
the range of American guns ; nor were 
we aware before that the principal 
mission of a British navy is to hide 
from an enemy. -British sailors enjoy 
the reputation of seeking a foe in place 
of running away from him ; and when 
a dockyard is located the site is chosen 
with a view to offence as well as to 
defence. A dockyard located at Nan 
uiino or Burrard I nlet would be beyond 
t lie reach of Her Majesty's ships in 
case of war with the neighboring if 
public. American guns would com 
inand every channel, and without the 
Kaquini'alt-Nanaimo railway the coal 
stores might as well be at the bottom of 
the sea for the same reason. Esquirualt 
harbor is impregnable, and the ap- 
proaches thereto can never bo closed by 
hostile guns. When the Island railway 
has been completed communication 
with the coal stores will be equally un- 
assailable. 

,S7A' CHARLES AND I.ADY 
TUPPEH. 

As already announced, Sir Charles 
TuPPER, Minister of Railways and 
t'anals, accompanied by Lady Tupper, 
will leave Ottawa on the 1st proximo 
tor Victoria. While in this city they 
will be the guests of Senator Macdos- 
ald at Armidale, James Bay. We are 
not aware whether it is the intention 
to tender a public reception to the visi- 
tors; hut, no doubt, appropriate ad- 
dresses will be presented. An address 
ought to emanate from the .Mayor and 
Council and another from the Board of 
Trade, and we should like to see the 
occasion seii-.ed upon to invite Sir 
t'HARLES to attend a public banquet. 
For eight years a Dominion .Minister 
has not set foot within the province, 
and the visit of Sir CHARLES should not 
he allowed to pass without some mark 
of the gratification which his presence 
affords us.

STRANGE LIBEL SUIT. 

Collapao of the Sohomo of an Amorican 
Advontuross in London. 

London, July 1 I.- The libel ruse of 
Wilberforce against Philp came to an 
abrupt conclusion in the Queen's Bench 
Division to-day by the plaintiff's counsel 
withdrawing from the case. The plain- 
tiff said she had been unfairly treated. 
Justice Field ordered her to lie silent, 
or leave the Court. Ail the documents 
in the case were impounded l>y the 
Court with a view of possible action 
ugainst the plaintiff Mabel Wilber- 
force, the plaintiff, aged -J7, claiming to 
be the daughter of a deceased American 
army officer, fonnerh resi lent in San 
Francisco anil Indianapolis, the trustee 
of whose property, Perry Morton, she 
claims is still a resident of Indianapolis, 
sued Capt. Philp for islander and libel 
on account of steps he took to detach 
his father from her. The father was 
nearly eighty years ol age, hud lost his 
own daughters, and intended to adopt 
Miss Wilberforce and leave her a part 
of bis property. The defence was that 
the plaintiff is an imposter and adven- 
turess, that her whole account of her 
past life and history is a fabrication, 
that she had formerly been a domestic 
servant, that Philp's ctimmunications 
are true and justified by t he plaintifFs 
deception of his father. The plaintiff 
broke down under the crosa-exaiiiina- 
lion,and the cause of the withdrawal of 
plaintiff's counsel was ihereceiptof a let- 
ter from Oliver Morton, of Indianapolis, 
saying that no such person as Perry 
Morton lives there. Justice Field said 
it had been shown that the letters put 
in as evidence by the plaintiff were wil- 
ful and gross fabrications for the pur- 
pose of carrying out a fraud. The jury 
returned a verdict for the defendant, 
and Justice Field, silencing the protests 
of the plaintiff.ordered her to lease I he

1. Whereas by an Act passed by the 
Legislature of British Columbia intituled 
11 The Vates Street Public Landing Act, 
1880," power was given to the Coi-jxiru- 
tion of the said City by a Bylaw duly

A VISIT TQ THE FflASER CAN- 
NERIES, 



Magnitude and Importance- of tho 
Entorprisos. 



At this season <'f tin- year the tourist is i 
welcomed In Fraser rivor with vernitl 
smiles and a serene .sky. The bright 
gleamings of a .Inly afternoon light up tlio j 
landscape ami reflect the shadows of ti is- i 
taut mountains, which repose like clear rut 
camcocs against the remote horizon. As 
Ihe steamer loaves the gulf it sweeps into J 
tin' river and us it ascends the deep 
channel the eye catches the various points 
of interest ami beauty that abound mi 
either side. Almost at one's feet stretch 
broad, green meadows dotted with farm 
houses or tlie less pretentious ami tempo 
rary huts and tents of tishermen, with 
here and there a small Indian villapc, 1 
amund which laze the members of the I 
tribe. In the background the Cascade 
range lift their peaks far into the sky, and 
Mount Baker, a giant among giants, 
whose head is crowned with the hoar : 
frost of eternal winter and about whose! 
icy brow coy summer zephyrs sport in 
vain, almost loses himself in the far away 
heavens. The picture is one of enchant- 
ing loveliness and impresses the visitor j 
with a sense of the grandeur and beauty of 
the Beenery of the western province of the 
Dominion. As the steamer continues her 
course many signs of active life become;

It is the firsts fish-packing establishment j 
one meets after entering the river. It has j 
a capacity of (100 cases a day. each easel 
containing -ti-i tins of one pound each. 
Finployed in the works are 70 Chinamen, 
dO Indians, 'Jo whites, and 10 ui 1- boys, 
On the fishing grounds the lirm have 2u 
boats, 4 men being required to a boat 
that is, two constituting the ere.v and two 
the relay. The company anticipate a 
pack of 18,000 cases. The visitor's recep- 
tion is very cordial and all desired ex- ' 
plantations are cheerfully furnished by Mr.

ed; how when the tish is thoroughly i 
cooked the cans are taken out and cooled, 
the hot air which has been held within 
expelled through a venlhole, the vent re 
soldered and the can, after having been 
examined for leaks, passed on to the pack 
ingrooni. This establishment has two new 
retorts and soldering machines in full 
operation j and nearly all the labor-saving 
appliances which experience has taught j 
are essential to the successful prosecution !

Which is situated at I.adner's Landing, a 
mile and a hall further up the river. 
Mere we received a warm grasp o| the 
hand from .Mr. Frank I'age and .Messrs. | 
W. H. and T. K. Ladnor, friends of the ■ 
"long ago." 'Iln Ladnor brother.i, the 
pioneers of the section, have a splendid 
farm in a high state ol cultivation, large 
and comfortable dwellings and barns, lots 
of cattle and poultry, a good orchard and 
all tho comforts of a well regulated oust- 
ern homo. We were shown through the 



cannery*. Like similar establishments on 
the river, it as a picture of thrift and 
industry and a scene of bustling activity. 
As we entered the dressing room a fat, 
savory -looking sockeye on the table flap- 
ped his tail contemplatively. It was his 
last tlap. A nut-brown Celestial immedi- 
ately seized the emigrant from the un- 
known seas by the gills, laid him on his 
back and in a trice the erstwhile shapely 
fish was passed into a bath-tub minus his 
internal arrangements, his head, tail and 
fins— a sorry-looking spectacle indeed for 
a small tea-party of the salmon species. 
Several hundred tish awaited the prelimin- 
ary process of cleansing before being run 
through a brine bath and passed through 
a strainer, whence the pieces are carried 
to the filling tables when: they are placed 
in the cans. The cans having been top- 
ped and tested, are boiled in fresh water 
at a temperature of 212; or in salt and 
water at a temperature of '200, or sub- 
jected to the dry steam process in retorts 
where a temperature of 240 degrees is 
secured, The hut process is the most 
expeditious of the three. To reach the re- 
torts the cans are loaded upon ears and 
pushed along on tracks which extend 
within the retorts. The opening is then 
closed and the "batch," as bakers would 
term il , remains in t he retort for one hour 
and 2r> minutes, when the cans are with 
drawn, cooled and i he hot air let otl' 
through a vent ; then tested, and if found 
all right they are sent to the packing 
room, to he l'ae picled. I:. hied and placed 
in cases for shipment. This cannery has 
a capacity ot jo.nihi eases, and we saw 
stacked in rue long room 1,000,0011 one- 
pound cans! The company began puttine; 
up lisli on the 10th of April. ' The run, 
however, was very indifferent until a few 
days ago when the sockeyes entered the 
river. The buildings cover nearly an acre 
of ground. The company have ISO Chi- 
namen and 1(0 whites employed in the 
cannery. Thirty three boats manned by 
IT.' men catch the tish, and twice a day. 
the steam-tug Princess Louise, Gftpfc 
Meyer, proceeds the station vuih huge 
barges in tow and brings the salmon to 
the cannery. Connected with the can 
nory is a store where the workmen can 
lay in clothing and other supplies when 
desired. lixtensivo vats for salting fish 
are seen here, anil large quantities will be 
barreled for export. The Victoria agents 
for the Delta Company are Welch, Rithet 
& Co. Their brand is the "Maple Leaf." 
By the courtesy of the captain of the 
I'rincess Louise and .Mr. T. II. Ladncr 
we were enabled to reach the next eaitnei \ , 
thai of the

Mr. Charles Brodie, manager. Mr Uro 
die was absent at the lishing > imps, but 
Mr. Drainey, the foreman, showed us 
through the extensive works. The shades 
of evening wete now falling and the long 
shadows of the tall pines on the opposite 
shore extended far over the river. The day 
had been unusually warm and the cannery 
was shut down for the night. The work- 
ing force of this cannery comprises 70' 
Chinamen and 15 white men indoor^ and' 
-IS men with boats at the various camps. 
The capacity of the cannery is ."itld cases 
daily, and a' total pack of 12,000 for the 
season is anticipated. This lirm adhere 
in the old principle Lit boiling 
the fish in preference to adopting the 
dry steam process, believing the former 
tube the best method of preparing the 
fish for market. The cannery, while 
not so large as Some others, is very com- 
plete — what an American housewife would 
call "handy," that is, convenient. The 
place is scrupulously clean and the sur- 
roundings beautiful. Belonging; to tlie 
company is a little propeller called the 
Brunette. She is the fastest of all the 
lishing boats, and the oilier day met 
with a series of accidents. While steam- 
ing rapidly on the river ihe bub of her 
propeller burst and the blades disappeared 
in deep water. Mr. Brodie chartered the 
steamer Reliance lo tow the disabled heat 
to the cannery, and thu "wash" of the 
former sunk the Brunette to her mast- 
heads She was raised with difficulty, a 
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hipped and u ilhm 'J I 
hours afterwards the Brunette was again 
churning the waters of the Fraser. Ihe 
Victoria agents for Iho Fraser Uiver Co. 
are Findlay, Durham A Brodie. After a 
short but pleasant stay at the cannery a 
swift steamer was discerned ascending the 
stream'. It proved to be the Leonora, 
("apt.. Van Breiumer, who had been down 
to the mouth of the river and was on his 
way up stream, the bearer of the glad 
tidings that the "run" was increasing, 
that the lioats were overloaded with fish 
rati that there was now every prospect of 
a prosperous season. Mr. Drainey rowed 
us over- to Ihe Leon I'a. the genial captain 
extended a cheerful invitation, and we 
cut 1 1 1 hoc 1 our journey towards the 
ii. i . r ki'KINn eo.'s cann EH\ . 
Mr. Kinlayson is the manager of the B. 
C. W orks. He has adopted the retort 
and other recent inventions, among them 
Johnson's patent solderer. There are ten 
of (he machines, and each machine will 
solder :'.,000 cans a .lay. Before the 
solder is put on the side of the can is 
lightly rubbed with muriatic acid. When 
the solder is applied the- acid creates a 
llux and the solder takes hold of the tin. 
Ihe process is a very interesting one and 
saves many hands. 'Ihe tish is boiled in 
cans in fresh water and then I'UD in and 
nut of the retorts tm car tracks,, as at the 
canneries already described. The 
cans as fast as they are tilled are 
placed in trays moved by means of 
pulleys, which run on a single tr.u k over- 
head from cud to end of the buildings. 
There is very little handling required 
after t he cans are tilled , and even this 
process will be simplified by the introduc- 
tion nf filling machines next year. The 
salting machines are very ingenious and 
are the invention of Air. Fiulayson. The 
number of bauds engaged in this cannery 
is 140, and the ill! lishing boats employ 
114 men. The nets number 40, Labor 
is scarce this year. The Chinese are 
quereluus and uncurtain in their dispo- 
sition, and Indians are the greatest possi- 
ble assistance in preparing the fish for 
market. Preparations have been made 
for a pack of 20,000 c.iscs. The agent 
of the li. ' . Ci mipany is ( Iilberl I 'lem- 
ents, San I'ranci.-co. After supper 
board the steamer, the principal disli be 
ing a sockeye salmon, just drawn from 
the water, cleaned and thrown while slid 
quivering into the pan, a meal fit for roy- 
alty, the steamer proceeded ou to New 
Westminster. Night bad fallen ami the 
stars gleamed brightly in a clear sky as 
we landed on the wharf and dragged our 
weary limbs along the main street to ihe 
Colonial hotel. We bad climbed steep 
wharves, mounted high pairs of stairs, 
walked several miles over the Hats, and 
il had required four steamers to carry 
us to the Royal City. We retired thor- 
oughly exhausted with ihe exertions of 
the day and the exposure lo Lhe liol rays 
of a .1 ulv sun.

Mills, fur the defendant, objected 
to Messrs. Inncs, Fisher and Muir sitting 
in this case, as they were interested in the 
litigation arising out of this matter at pre- 
sent going on in the Supreme Court. 

Supt. Todd objoctctl to Mr. Weir sit- 
ting on the bench, as he had seen that 
gentloman in close conversation witli the 
defendant upon several occasions. 

Mr. Mills quoted from " Oke " in sup- 
port of his objection; but Mr. Fisher 
thought the objection waB not well taken, 
and said Mr. Mills was drawing on his 
imagination in stating that the magis- 
trates were interested. 

Mr. Mills protested against being put 
down in this manner, and proceeded to 
state his objection again when he was in- 
terrupted by quite a lively discussion, in 
which one of the magistrates became quite 
warm.

A fifth fiery debate was then indulged 
in, during which Mr. Robertson mention- 
ed to Mi . Fisher that he would not be 
iliullied by a brother magistrate on the 
bench. 

Mr. Fisher requested Mr. Robertson to 
withdraw what he had said, instead of do- 
ing which Mr. B. proceeded to state that 
Mr. F. was acting as though ho wore 
Campbell's champion, a charge that was 
'indignantly repudiated by Mr. Fisher. 

Jos. Miller being called and sworn gave 
his evidence, which corroborated Officer 
Campbell's.

Mr. Todd - 1 receive the monies paid 
for licenses. Nobody else is authorized 
to issue licenses in this district. 

Mr. Mills- -I object. 

Mr. Fisher Sit down, sir. sd down. 
You must not interrupt. 

Mr. Todd Thirty d.. liars is the license 
for six months and there is a printed 
form supplied by the government. The 
license produced is a copy of that form. 
Thirty dollars was tendered to mc in an 
open letter by Mr. Steele. 1 did not read 
that letter, as I knew its purport, and 
handed it back to Mr. Steele without 
counting the money. Uidn't know the 
letter was signed by a .J . 1'. who had 
signed the license. 

[Mr. Robertson hen- staled that Ins 
name was attached to the letter.) 

Al this point the war bloke out afresh 
and was waged with great, ability on both 
sides. It arose from an observation of 
Mr. Kobertson's thai he did not wish to 
be held ill check by Mr. Fisher. 

Mr. Todd I opened the letter and 
banded il back immediately. It was ac- 
companied by a certificate signed by three 
magistrates. 

Mr. Innes — Does the license in court 
i iply with the act ! 

Mr.' .Mills objected as it was a point 
of law. 

Mr. Todd No; I think it does not. 

This caused a repetition of the former 
scenes, with slight variations. 

Mr. Robertson then addressed his lei 
hov magistrate and stated that if any 
body was at fault it was not Mr. Jones, 
but Mr. Weir, Mr. Morison and himself, 
who had misled Mr. Jones, and that in 
all probability no liquors would have 
been sold had it not been for them. 

Mr. Fisher said it made no difference) 
whether Mr. Jones had baen misled by 
the magistrates or by his counsel; ho 
was amenable to the law for having sold 
liquor without a license. 

Mr. Mills rose to protest, but was 
made to sit down by Mr. Fisher. 

The Act under which the proceedings 
was taken was) then read. 

Mr. Milks thought he could cud the 
whole case by pointing out that the 
magistrates had no jurisdiction. 

An adjournment was proposed, Out 
being objected to was not carried. 

Mr. Mills wanted to quote from " Fa 
ley" to prove that Jones had not broken' 
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tlie law by selling under the license he 
had obtained. 

Mr. Todd .said the whole proceeding 
on the part of defendant was a high- 
handed attempt to override the law. This 
assertion, as it included Mr. Robertson, 
made the last named gentleman quite 
angry, and he called on the Superin- 
tendent to withdraw the word. Where- 
upon Mr. Mills applied for the committal 
to prison of the Superintendent for con- 
tempt of Court. 

Mr. Todd explained that his remark 
was only intended to apply to defendant's 
counsel, which explanation appeased Air. 
Robertson. 

The magistrates then summed up, and 
three, Messrs. Jones, Muir and Usher, 
were for conviction, and two, Messrs.

Defendant was accordingly lined SI 50 
and costs. 

Mr. Mills gave notice of appeal and 
this brought the amusing 1 1 ltd to n close.
